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X* Thorough clearing of the mine field in the Hvur Channel, between the Islands 
of Brae and Hvar, has been completed,. The mine field in the Korcula Channel, 
between the Islands of Scedro and Korcula, was cleared in the latter part 
of 1950, and vessels at present may navigate freely through the channel. On 
the other hand, clearing of mine fields in the Bay of Kotor has been very 
superficial, and many loose magnetic mines menace the safety of navigating.
